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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the finality of the Office 
Action should be withdrawn because the limitations of a "pH below 7 do not alter the scope of the claims and are an inherent feature of 
the composition. The finality of the Office Action stands. The pH below 7 is not an inherent feature of the solution. Kotz (Chemistry and 
Chemical Reactivity) teaches that hydroxide ion concentration is also present when the solution contains an acid. The pH scale is a 
measure of both hydronium and hydroxide ion concentrations. For example, a pH of 1 1 , will have a low concentration of hydronium ions 
and a pH of 3 will have a low concentration of hydroxide ions. The sum of the pH and pOH must equal 14. In summary, the hydroxide 
ion will also be present with an acidic solution based on the fact that pH is the sum of the hydroxide and hydroxium ions present. 
Therefore, since an acidic solution can also have hydroxide ions present, the limitations of a pH less than 7 is not an inherent feature of 
the solution and the finality of the Office Action is maintained.,. 
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
